King Edward’s Chair that played 
such an important part in the 
recent coronation of Queen Eliza- 
beth, has a fabulous history. 

Before the coronation it was in 
the news when it was stolen from 
Westminster Abbey. It was re- 
turned a few weeks later, 

On the stone, the ancient kings 
of Scotland were enthroned, and 
its legendary history proclaims 
it to be Jacob's pillow. Legend 
also links the stone with Ireland’s 
ancient Stone of Destiny, Lia-Fail. 

“The Stone of Scone was captured 
by King Edward I when he in- 
vaded Scotland in 1296, He brought 
it back in triumph to London and 
commissioned his royal painter, 
Walter of Durham, to build a chair 
to -hold it. He paid Walter five 
pounds for the chair, completed in 
1301. 

The stone has been a part of 
the chair ever since —the chair 
on which 28 British monarchs 
have been crowned.
